Major Mukhtar Singh Khaira was in command of a re- 
connaissance patrol party on the cease-fire line in Jammu 
and Kashmir, At about 0350 hours on the night of the 
13th/14th December 1964, after negotiating a cliff, the party 
reached the vicinity of a hill, where Pakistani patrols had 
been observed during the day time, and came upon a Light 
Machine Gun position. With complete disregard to his 
personal safety. Major Khaira, with one of his men crawled 
closer and threw two hand-grenades on to the Pakistani 
Light Machine Gun. Almost simultaneously the Machine 
Gun fired three long bursts towards the patrol party. Then 
the grenades exploded, and the Machine Gun stopped firing. 
Major Khaira and his companion, firing their sten guns, 
rushed forward looking for the Pakistani LMG. They 
heard the noise of movement and shouting from a bunker 
about twenty yards behind the LMG position from where 6 
or 7 Pakistani soldiers opened sten gun and rifle fire. 
Undeterred by the numerical superiority of the enemy. Major 
Khaira and his men threw two more grenades and fired at 
the Pakistani troops. The patrol then captured the Pakis- 
tani LMG and withdrew. 

Throughout the operation. Major Mukhtar Singh Khaira 
displayed courage and leadership in the best traditions of 
the Indian Army.

On 9th June 1964, one of our posts in Nagaland was 
attacked bv about 200 hosliles supported by both light and 
heavy machine guns and mortar fire, as a result of which the 
whole Post was set on fire. 

Havildar Damar Bahadur Limbu, who was commanding 
the eastern sector of the post which was exposed to hostile 
fire from close range, went through the bhllet-swept area 
and encouraged his men to engage the attacking hostiles. 
During this defensive battle, three of bis men were wounded. 
When the defence of the sector became extremely difflcult. 
Havildar Limbu. disregarding his personal safety, crawled 
forward and shot the Commander of the hostiles. This 
stopped their further advance. 

Subsequently, Havildar IJmbu led a small group of men 
in the western sector, where the situation had worsened as 
a result of the hostiles having taken control of the helipad 
area. He personally led his men in a charge and cleared 
the area of the hostiles.

( Effective dale of award — 13rA November 1964). 

Captain Mahendra Singh Tanwar was Commander of a 
Company which was detailed to intercept certain Pakistan- 
bound hostiles in Manipur State. 

On the 13th November 1964, his Company carried out a 
forced march through difficult and thickly wooded terrain 
and came close to the party of armed hostiles about mid- 
night! Captain Tanwar made a quick appreciation of the 
situation and decided to lay an ambush. With, complete 
disregard of his personal safety he moved from place to 
place supervising the siting of the ambush parties in an 
area covered with thick undergrowth and marshy patches, 
with chest-deep water in places. Captain Tanwar permitted 
the bulk of the hostiles to approach to within 30-40 yards 
before giving the order to fire. Heavy casualties were in- 
flicted on the hostiles who fled in utter confusion. Captain 
Tanwar himself killed one of the hostiles at point blank 
range. 

In this encounter. 12 hostiles were killed and 20 wounded. 
A Light Machine Gun and an appreciable quantity of ammu- 
nition and other equipment were also captured. 

Throughout the operation. Captain Mahendra Singh 
Tanwar displayed courage, exemplary devotion to duty and 
leadership of a high order. 

3. JC-1719 Subedar SHER SINGH RAM, 

6 Bn., The Rajputana Rifles, 

(Effective date of award — 13fft November 1964) 

Subedar Shcr Singh Ram was Second-in-Command of a 
Company which was detailed to intercept Pakistan-bound 
hostiles in Manipur State. 

On 13th/ 14th November 1964, Ihe Company, moving 
quickly through dfflicult and thickly wooded terrain, caught 
up with the armed hostiles and ambushed them. The right 
flank of the Company came under heavy light machine gun 
and mortar fire. When all the platoons were heavily 
engaged, Subedar Ram was ordered to attack and silence the 
hostile Light Machine Gun, It was a pitch-dark night; the 
whole area was under heavy fire; and the route leading to 
the site of the hostile LMG was through a marshy nullah 
with waist-deep water at places. Inspiring his handful of 
men Subedar Ram, in complete disregard of his personal 
safety, carried out an outflanking move and personally led 
his men to within 15 yards of the LMG. Subedar Ram 
then led his men in a charge and captured the Light Machine 
Gun. himself killing two hostiles who were manning it, with 
his sten gun. 

In this operation Subedar Sber Singh Ram displayed 
courage, determination and devotion to duty of a high order. 
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The 6th October 1965

A Police party under Company 
Commander Ram Nivas Dube was sent to intercept the 
gang. The force was divided into two groups and an 
ambush laid to cover three likely paths. At about 2230 
hours, eight dacoits came towards the point guarded by 
Constable Mahesh Singh and the Company Commander. 
When the dacoits came close. Constable Mahesh Singh 
challenged them, whereupon the dacoits opened fire. Cons- 
table Mahesh Singh returned the fire and shouted to the 

olice light machine gunner to fire at the dacoits. Due, 

owever, to some sudden defect, the LMG could not fire, 
Taking advantage of this, the dacoits made a concerted 
attempt to break out. Constable Mahesh Singh was faced 
with the task of protecting the L.M. Gunner and his weapon 
and at the same time preventing the dacoits from escaping. 
At this critical moment. Constable Mahesh Singh left his 
cover and shouted to the other members of the police party 
to charge the dacoits. This bold action unnerved the dacoits 
who tried to make good their escape. Constable Mahesh 
Singh chased one of the dacoits and shot him dead. While 
he was turning round to deal .with another, he was shot dead 
by a dacoit who was hiding at a distance. 

In this encounter, Constable Mahesh Singh exhibited 
conspicuous gallantry, initiative and devotion to duty of the 
highest order in the performance of which he laid down his 
life.

One party under Head Constable Rajendra Singh was 
deputed to surround and ambush the gang on the west of 
the. field while the other party under Sub-Tnspector went to 
the other side of the field. On being challenged by the 
police partv. the dacoits rushed Inside the sugar-cane field 
and opened fire at the police. The police returned the fire. 
The small police party had to spread itself over a large area, 
as a result of which the dacoits managed to slip through the 
cordon. On seeing the dacoit leader Girraj escaping, Head 
Constable Raicndra Singh fired at him with his .12 bore 
gun, but. unfortunately, both the cartridges misfired. Un- 
deterred Shri Rajendra Sineh boldly tried to club the dacoit 
with his eun. In the scuffle, the butt of the gun broke and 
the barrels fell off. Head Constable Rajendra Singh was 
(hen overpowered by the dacoits and severely beaten until 
he fell unconscious. Though rushed to the S, N, Hospital 
he succumbed to his injuries. 

Head Constable Rajendra Singh showed great courage and 
devotion to duty of a very high order in the performance 
of which he laid down his life.

On the 13th May 1964, Shri Shrikrishna Yadav, received 
information that the gang of notorious dacoit Phool Sahai 
had crossed the Chambel at Khipona Ghat Shri Yadav 
immediately alerted all Station Officers of the adjoining 
areas of Uttar Pradesh and Madhya Pradesh and proceeded 
towards Hatkant Ghat along with Shri Ramesh Pal Singh 
and 11 Constables. At about 0300 hours further informa- 
tion was received that the gang was to commit dacoity in 
village Pura Qari. About this time the Circle Officer, Bah, 
arrived at Hatkant Ghat with a police party. The combined 
forces were divided into two parties — one party under Shri 
Yadav and Shri Singh made for village Pura Qarl through 
the Barakhar ravines while the other party left for the same 
village by another route. 

At about 0400 hours, when the police party under Shri 
Yadav and Shri Singh were in deep ravines, a low voice 
was heard alerting the gangsters. Shri Yadav and Shri 
Singh signalled to the police party and cautiously advanced 
further, Soon after the dacoits started firing at the police. 
The police party returned the fire. Despite the firing from 
both sides Shri Yadav and Shri Singh crawled towards the 
dacoits’ position. The police fired Very Lights which showed 
that some dacoits were trying to get away. Shri Yadav and 
Shri Singh pursued the dacoits though themselves exposed to 
great danger. Both fired at the retreating dacoits from 
close range and killed dacoit Phool Sahai and one of his 
associates. Hie other dacoits managed to escape in the 
darkness. After the encounter, a boy who had been kid- 
napped by the dacoits was rescued and the police recovered 
two guns and a large number of cartridges. 

In this encounter Shri Shrikrishna Yadav and Shri Ramesh 
Pal Singh exhibited outstanding gallantry, courage and devo- 
tion to duty of a high order in utter disregard for their 
personal safety.

A Head Constable and 
two Constables were detailed to enter the house. No 
sooner had they done so, when the dacoit, who was hiding 
behind a big mud pot, fired at and fell on the Head Cons- 
table with a view to snatching his T.M.C. The dacoit 
managed to get his finger on the trigger of the TMC and 
fired a shot. While the Head Constable and the dacoit were 
struggling for the TMC, the two Constables ran out of the 
room calling for help. At this juncture. Constable Sohan 
Singh who was guarding the door, rushed inside the room and 
dealt the dacoit a severe blow on the back of his head. The 
dacoit then released the TMC and attacked Constable Sohan 
Singh. A tough hand-to-hand fight ensued When consta- 
ble Sohan Singh was about to overpower the outlaw, the 
latter, who had a .12 bore pistol on him, pressed the pistol 
into Constable Sohan Singh’s body and pulled the trigger. 
Hie bullet pierced Constable Sohan Singh’s hip causing a 
deep wound.

The third party was 
sent to comb the area between village Karc-ka-Pura and 
those villages with a view to forcing the gang towards the 
ambush parties. Constable Fatiah who was in the search 
party, noticed some persons sitting unobtrusively. He cam 
tiously advanced to within three yards from the suspects and 
challenged them. Thereupon dacoit Girdawalia took up his 
.303 rifle and fired three shots at Constable Fatiah. Constable 
Fatiah fired back and wounded Girdawalia who retreated 
but continued to fire at the police party, Constable Fatiah 
jumped out of his cover and pursued the dacoits. The gang 
look cover behind a field boundary and a fierce encounter 
ensued. Despite the fact that he was in the open at a dis- 
tance of only 25 yards from the dacoits, Constable Fatiah 
continued firing at the dacoits and forced them out of their 
vantage position. Shri Fatiah then made a charge along 
with his supporting police party and shot dacoit Girdawalia 
and one of his associates dead. A third dacoit was also shot 
down in this encounter. 

Constable Fatiah displayed outstanding courage, conspi- 
cuous gallantry and devotion to duty of a very high order 
in this encounter with a dangerous gang of dacoits.

Head Constable Dharmalinga Thevar Chinthamathar 
exhibited conspicuous eourago and devotion to duty by 
intervening to save the life Of a man as a result of which 
he lost the use of his left arm.

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi-1, the 1st October 1965 
Study Team on Metropolitan Transport 

No. COPP/Admf 14( 1 ) / 65.— Problems of metropolitan 
transport have grown rapidly in recent years and have 
become increasingly complex and urgent, specially in the 
cities of Calcutta, Bombay, Madras and Delhi. The require- 
ments of mass transportation In a large city are bound up, 
to a considerable extent, with the shape and direction of the 
future plan of urban development and location of industrial 
and other activities, Tt is necessary, therefore, to take _ a 
long-term view of the transportation requirements for cities 
such as Bombay, Calcutta, Madras and Delhi. Problems of 
metropolitan transportation have already received intensive 
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study in recent years in foreign countries and experience 
ubroad can also be usefully diawn upon. Accordingly the 
Committee on Plan PjojceK Planning Commission, have set 
up with effect front the 23rd September 1965, a Study Team 
on Metropolitan Transport. The Study Team will com- 
mence its work with the study of problems of metropolitan 
transport in Calcut'a, to be followed by similar studies for 
other cities.

(2) to determine the long-term requirements of passen- 
ger and goods transport in these cities, having due 
regard to the overall plans of metropolitan deve- 
lopment and location of industrial, commercial and 
other activities; 

(3 ) to study the feasibility of various proposals for 
meeting requirements for different media of trans- 
port and to recommend phased programmes for the 
development of the facilities needed, including 
estimates of costs and returns, methods of financ- 
ing and scheme of execution; 

(4) to propose appropriate administrative and other 
arrangements for the operation of metropolitan 
transport services; and 

(5 ) to make such other recommendations as may be 
necessary. 

4. The Headquarters of the Study Team will be at New 
Delhi though the Headquarters of a Member and his staff 
may be fixed at a different place at the discretion of the 
Committee on Plan Projects.
